We know that a good night's 
sleep helps everyone, and that 
includes those whose daily life 
has the added stress of coping 
with a disability. Ever go to 
sleep at night and sometimes, 
an hour after asleep, you wake 

up trying to turn over, your” 
night clothes literally stuck to 
the bed clothes’? Sound 
strange? It isn’t, for the thou- 
sands of people who aren't 
eo enough to turn over in 


I've found that Cuddleskin 
pyjamas or nightgowns for 
women are wonderful.

Does Your House Insurance 


Cover Scooters and Chairs? 
(From The Advocate 
Newsletter) 


Owners of electric wheel- 
chairs and scooters should 
check their insurance policies 
to make sure they are fully 


covered against loss or 
damage. 
Jill Summerhayes_ of 


Cambridge found out the hard 
way that she had gyre 
coverage. Her Mobie, bough 
only a year ago, was sto 
from her garage last May. She 
believed it was covered under 
her house insurance, but 
Maplex Insurance considers 
the scooter a motorized vehicle 
and won't pay her claim. 

Summerhayes says her poli- 
cy has a clause which clearly 
indicates that motorized vehi- 
cles which travel on the high- 
way are excluded from cover- 
age. However, “riding lawn 
mowers, power boats and golf 
carts are expressly not 
included in this exclusion and 
are covered by the policy. But 
because wheelchairs are not 
specifically mentioned, the 
company has refused to pay, 
on what must surely be the 
narrowest of technicalities,”’ 
says Summerhayes, owner of 
Cane and Able - acane consult- 
ing company. 

ummerhayes’ husband, 
Stuart, brought the problem to 
the attention of Star Probe (the 
Toronto Star's consum 
complaint service), 
discovered that the insur 
company was technically wi 
in its rights to turn down the” 
claim. 

“It’s the sort of thing you 
don’t think about, until it 
happens to you,’’ says 
Summerhayes. ‘‘I’m_ sure 
there’s a lot of people like me, 
who just assume they're 
covered.”’ She recommended 
that owners of motorized 
chairs and scooters check their 
policies and if these devices 
are not specifically mentioned, 
ay Bs should have a rider added 
to their policy. 

Summerhayes scooter has 
never been found. “It’s prob- 
ably at the bottom of a river 
somewhere,” she says.

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A Trace of History 


Scattered across Northumberland are plaques to commemmo- 
rate events and people in the past that are important to our 


history. 

History buffs probably know where they all are. But for the 
unitiated here is a brief run-down of where you can find these 
blue and gold shields. 

In Cobourg, you'll find one at Victoria Hall, Victoria College 
and the harbour. William Weller of stage coach fame, actress 
Marie Dressler and the Honourable James Cockburn, a father of 
confederation and first Speaker of the House of Commons, are 
remembered this way. The ill-fated Cobourg and Peterborough 
Railway is noted both in Cobourg and in Harwood. 

Settlement foundings and founders are noted by plaques in 
Campbellford, Gore’s Landing, Hastings and Port Hope. 

Port Hope is also honoured with a plaque at Bluestone House 
and St. Mark’s Church. 

Barnum House in Grafton and the Wicklow Church have their 
stories told on plaques. In Warkworth, artist J.D. Kelly is 
remembered. The loss of the schooner “Speedy” is marked at 
Presqu’ile Point. 

In Hamilton Township, local heritage enthusiasts have worked 
to erect their own historical plaques. 

On the Fourth Concession, a plaque remembers Boltus Harris, 
known as the Township’s: first settler. In 1832, this property 
became the first home in Canada for Susanna Moodie of 

“Roughing it in-the Bush” fame. 
Susanna’s sister, Catharine Parr Traill lived on a farm the 


family named Mount Arrarat on the Eighth Concession. Here she. 


wrote ‘‘Canadian Crusoes’’, which was later known as “‘Lost in 
the Backwoods’. A plaque marks the spot on County Road 18. 
Just this year, a plaque was efected to commemmorate the 
German workers who died of cholera while working on the 
Cobourg and Son iehagsbny Railway. It is on Count of Road 18. 
Next time you're out for a drive, stop at one of these many 
plaques and discover a piece from the past.

I have a= been along the 
edge of the ravine collecting 
dried seed heads to fill a 
crockery jar that once held 
vinegar. Like the squirrels, I 
am collecting before we have 
another snowstorm.

I gathered teasel and curly 
dock. I also broke off a sprig of 
black swallowwort, its pods 
split and empty. A relative of 
the milkweed, its slender ochre 

s are delicate as the old- 
ashioned starched side wings 
of a nun’s coif. But this grace- 
ful foreigner is so aggressive in 
its habits one of its common 
names is dog-strangling vine. 
Once it takes hold it chokes out 
all other growth. 

The bleached dun- and earth- 
coloured landscape looks dead, 
but nothing could be further 
from the truth. Signs of next 
season’s life are everywhere. 
The wildflowers that until 
recently carpeted the ravine 
banks have formed seeds of all 
sorts. 

Panicled asters that 
bloomed in September white 
and pale lilac along the top of 
the ravine ere have turned 
into buttons of fluff which float 
away in the wind leaving the 
tiny silver stars of the calyx. 
The heads of the late goldenrod 
are woolier and the seeds less 
inclined to come away at a 
touch. They will shed their 
seeds gradually all winter.

Some 
clusters of grapes still cling, 
pursed and black like tiny 
prunes, 

Wading through the dried 
vegetation I have picked up on 
my sweat pants some travell- 
ing seeds. re are beggar’s 
ticks like two-pronged lozenges 
and burdock seeds which have 
clotted in the rough wool of my 
socks, clinging one on top of 
another to form a monstrous 
carbuncle. Although ridding 
myself of these unwelcome 
riders will be a nuisance, my 
outing has been a success. The 
contents of my earthenware 
jug will remind me all winter 
of that walk, and of what lies 
under the snow waiting for the 
first warm days of March.

Vankoughnet and Ellis stay- 
ed with the agreed-upon 
format for the meeting by 
keeping their statements brief 
and to the point. However, 
John Wise stretched his open- 
ing remarks out into a speech 
that lasted nearly an hour. 

Wise asserted the Tory argu- 
ments in favor of the deal, 
which he renamed a “bilateral 
trade arrangement."’ He said 
the deal isn’t yr “free,” 
and was named a ‘“‘free trade 
deal”’ by the national press, not 
by the government. He said it’s 
the largest commercial agree- 
ment between two countries in 
the history of the world. 

The minister went on to say 
that opponents of the deal are 
“dreaming in technicolor and 
fantasyland,”’ 
because the protectionist U.S. 
Congress is considering an 
omnibus trade bill which could 
apply to Canada as well, if no 
speciai status for our country 
can be worked out. 

Wise said Canadian farmers 
can’t have a viable industry 
feeding 24 million people. 
Farmers need access to the 
market of 235 million 
Americans. ; 

He said an election on the 
issue of the bilateral trade 
arrangement would prove 
sedan because elections 
aren't fought on single issues. 
‘All kinds of other issues would 
have to be addressed as well. 

Wise told the audience that 
opponents of the deal have a 
different philosophical view of 
Canada from that of the 
government, and that gap 
could not be bridged in one 
evening of discussion.

A budget offers a key to 
staying out of serious debt, 
Stoddart says.

“Just be sure you've covered 
all costs, but leave out Christ- 
mas expenses for the 
moment,’’ Stoddart advises. 
“A good budget is a-money 
handling tool that allows you to 
control spending.

Once you see the 
wonders it can work at Christ- 
mas, hopefully, you'll stick to 
it long after.”’

stellar images. The figure of 
the mirror surface is not spher- 
ical as many think, but is in 
fact paraboloidal.

There -is another much 


negiected way to make a pdra- 
boloidal mirror and that is by 
spinning a liquid. When a dis 

of liquid is rotated like a record 
on a turntable, the surface 
assumes. very accurately, the 
paraboloidal shape. In 1908, 
the famous optical scientist 
Robert W. Wood attempted 
such a telescope mirror. He 
rotated a large dish of mercury 
and attempted to use the para- 
boloidal surface as a telescope 
mirror. The technology of the 
day, however, made it imprac- 
tical.

The idea has been neglected 
until recently when it was 
taken up by Professor Erman- 
no Borra of Laval University in 
Quebec City.

In 
order to eliminate vibrations 
from the ground, the mirror 
dish is supported on a cushion 
of air and turned at a very slow 
but accurate rate.

over the past century, from his 
European origins to that class- 
ic red-clad jovial figure that 
we see y in our Santa 
Claus parades and shopping 
districts. 

Saint Nick as we North 
Americans know him today 
evolved from a composite of 
European folk. traditions. As 
immigrants from the Euro- 
pean countries settled in the 
colonies - that eventually 
became Canada and the United 
States, their holiday customs 
slowly became merged with 
those of the English settlers. 

It was the early Dutch 
settlers, of New Amsterdam, 
who introduced Santa Claus to 
the Americas. They called him 
St. Nicholas and in Europe had 
celebrated his feast day, on 
December 6th, with festive 
sports and the giving of gifts 
-for children. Thus it was that 
the name Santa Claus came 
into American’ English; 
through the Dutch, Saint 
Nicholas or Nicolaus became 
San Nicolaas or Sinter Klaas, 
and eventually Santa Claus. 

In Holland, St. Nicholas 
appeared, as he still does 
today, in the colourful regalia 


of a medieval bishop, rage, 


the red miter upon his hea 
and the long cope draped from 
his shoulders. According to 


Dutch custom, the young child- — 


ren would leave their shoes 
and stockings by the chimney 
to receive secret gifts during 


_ the night, in anticipation that 


the bishop would be visiting. 
Much like children now leave 
cookies and milk for their 
nocturnal visitor, the Dutch 
children would leave hay or 
other food for the white horse 


ae 


upon which the _ bishop 
supposedly rode ashe leaped 
‘from house to house 


In America, the miter and 
cope became the colourful cap 
and suit of our Santa Claus, 
both bright red and trimmed 
with white fur. Saint Nick lost 


this serious ‘mien and he 


became a fat, jovial. figure 
with a bushy white beard, 
ruddy nose and cheeks, with a 
mixture of human and super- 
natural attributes. Also in the 
transition, Santa’s white horse 
became a team of magical 
reindeer that can fly through 
the midnight air, guiding the 
saint on his way. 

Much of the image of Santa 
Claus is derived from his 

rtrayal in two pieces of 
iterature. Washington Irving 
portrayed Saint Nicholas as a 
jolly, tubby little fellow who 
rode through the air in a 
wagon, in his “Knickerbock- 
er’s History of New York” 


-(1809). This portrait was later 


elaborated in Clement C. 
Moore’s famous poem, “Twas 
the night before Christmas’’, 
crater in 1822. His old St. 

ick had clothes of fur, twin- 
King Se merry dimples, 
cheeks like roses, nose like a 
cherry, beard white as snow 
and a round bey “that shook 
like a bowl full of jelly.” 

But whatever his name, 
be around for many, many 
years, ee future genera- 
tions of children with his 


resence. 

“Thank God he lives, and he 
lives forever. A thousand years 
from now, Virginia, nay, ten 
times ten thousand years from 
now, he will continue to make 
glad the heart of childhood.”

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Don’t let alcohol spoil the holidays 


The Addiction Research Foundation 
(ARF) continues to urge people mot to” 
«drink and drive. 


That is how long it takes the aver- 
age” male's body [liver primarily} to 
get rid of the alcohol in the drink. 

However, don’t assume you are 
average”. Your capacity for drinking 
may be significantly lower than what is 
noted above for the average maie. This 
is especially true if you are a woman of 
slight build, or if you are taking other 
drugs. 

Never take a drink for the road. 

Allow enough time to let the. 
effects of the last drink wear off - that 
is, consume less than one standard 
drink’ per hour and allow at least one. 
hour between the last standard drink 


and driving. 


‘One standard drink equals 1-1/2 ox. 
spirits (40% alcohol content), 5 oz. table 
wine (10-14% alcohol content), 12 oz. 
{1 bottle) regular beer (5% alcohol 
content), or 7-1/2 oz. (5/8 bottle) malt 
liquor/beer (8% alcohol content). 


**Average equals a male who is 160 
ibs., of average leanness and without 
any food in the stomach (average 
female is 120 Ibs.) 


SOBERING UP QUICKLY 


Trying to sober up quickly with 
coffee or fresh air simply will not work. 
They will not change the rate of alcohol 
oxidation by the liver which is the way 
95 per cent of the alcohol leaves a 
person's system (breath, urine and 
sweat account for the other 5 per 
cent). 

Coffee only turns a drowsy drunk 
into a wide-awake drunk who may 
dangerously think he or she is capable 
of driving. 

Remember, time is the only safe 
way to sober up. 


ALCOHOL MAY 
IMPAIR VISION 


Sudden changes in light conditions 
may provoke temporary blindness 
because alcohol slows the reflex 
mechanism regulating the amount of 
light that enters the eyes.

ALCOHOL AFFECTS 
YOUR MOOD 


Alcohol can provoke an_ initial 
exhilaration, but it can later exaggerate 
negative feelings that were there 
before drinking such as depression, 
nervousness, anxiety, loneliness and 
fear of failure and rejection. 

This can be an unpleasant surprise 
for people who drink alcohol as a 
pick-me-up when they feel down 
because it can leave them feeling even 
more depressed than before they 
began to drink. And, having another 
drink to keep up the initial exhilaration 
only means increasing the degree of 
this depression later. 


THE LAW 


in Ontario: 

1. It is an offence under the Federal. 
Criminal Code to drive with a BAL of 
over .08% (80 milligrams of alcohol per 
100 millilitres of blood). This is a 
serious offence and, if convicted, a 
person will have a criminal record for 
life. 

2. Under the Highway Traffic Act of 
Ontario, a police officer may suspend a 
person's driver's licence for 12 hours if 
the person registers .05% (50 mill- 
grams of alcohol per 100 millilitres of 
blood) or more on a breath-testing 
device, 

in addition, you may be charged with 
operating a motor vehicle while your 
ability to drive is impaired. This charge 
can be laid regardless of your blood 
alcohol level (BAL). Unless you have 
lawful excuse, you can also be charged 
for refusing to provide a breath sample 
after an officer has lawfully demanded 


one. 
_ Almost 26,000 mandatory licence 


suspensions were issued in 1986 as a 
result of impaired driving or driving with 
a BAL of over .08%. Such suspensions 
carry a minimum of one year for a first 
conviction. 

LEGAL IMPAIRMENT 
To reach the .05% BAL, the aver-

HANGOVERS 


A hangover is the body's reaction to 
too much alcohol. In part, it is related 
to alcohol poisoning and, in part, it is 
the body's response to withdrawal from 
alcohol. 

Drinking heavily over a short period 
of time often results in headache, 
oversensitivity to bright lights or loud 
noises, shakiness, nausea, or possibly 
vomiting. 

Drinking fluids such as orange juice 
will help alleviate the effects of 
dehydration. However, time is the 
only cure for alcohol impairment, 
including a hangover. Other “magic” 
cures really don't work - at best they 
may result in a more positive state of 
mind that makes a person more able to 
ignore the effects of alcohol impair- 
ment or a hangover.

One of the easiest of all imaginative 
exercises is to paint a picture of a

lights and its myriad of ornaments. 
However, turn the world upside 
down, for a moment, and travel to 
southern climes, where snow is 
replaced by an occasional tropical 
shower, and evergreens by palm trees. 


Yet, Christmas it still is, because of 


the spirit which pervades the season. 

in Australia, and the rest of the 
southern hemisphere, Christmas 
occurs not in winter, but during the 
sultry summer months, which means 
that the events which make up 
Christmas Day are likely to shape up 
somewhat differently. 

Christmas dinner is likely to be a 
picnic and, rather than dressing up in 
layers of finery, Australians are as likely 
to be wearing bathing suits on Christ- 
mas Day, at least after church services 
are over. 

Many of the Australian Christmas 
customs have roots in the Yuletide 
celebrations of Britain..but with a 
difference. 

The weather decrees that the 
pleasures of winter - which for so many 
of us are synonymous with the 
celebration of Christmas - be foregone. 

Hence, there are no Yule logs, no 
sleigh rides, no reindeer. Instead, there 


are the Christmas bell and the Christ-- 


mas bush, enjoyed, of course, with that 
same sense of community and family 
feeling which characterizes Christmas 
celebrations around the worid. 

in many Latin countries, too, the 
scene is different from what we 
imagine. It's not simply that the 
seasons are reversed; rather, in many 
they do not experience winter, as we 
know it, at-all. 

Generally, Christmas celebrations 
reflect the local climate as well as the 
local culture. 

The celebrations occurring on the 
island of Jamaica, for instance, are 
colorful and perfectly characteristic of 
that island’s heritage, a fascinating 
blend of European and African 
traditions. 

On that island, bands of roving 
entertainers, the Jankannus, have set 
the stage for Christmas festivities for 
almost 200 years, combining evocative 
dancing with mysterious, mesmerizing 
music.

3 eggs, beaten lightly 

1/2 teaspoon salt 

1/8 teaspoon cumin 

Spread Monterey Jack cheese and 
half of the Cheddar over the bottom of 
the pie Shell. Sprinkle diced chilies over 
the cheeses. Combine the half and half, 
eggs, and seasonings. Pour carefully 
into pie’ shell. Top with remaining 
Cheddar. Freeze. 

When thawed, bake, uncovered, at 
325 degrees F for 40 to 50 minutes. 

Freeze in 39-inch oven-proof quiche 
or pie pan. Note that this must be 
frozen in an. oven-proof pan. 

Another idea; for preparing a deli- 
cious meal at a moment's notice would 
be one of countless quick pasta dishes. 
Many can‘be prepared from start to 
finish in less than 15 minutes, like the 
following Linguine With White Ciam 
Sauce, the recipe for which is repro- 
duced from The One-Burner Cookbook 
(Collier Books) by Mary Beth Jung. 


Linguine with White 
Clam Sauce 


8 ounces linguine 
1 garlic clove, minced 
1/2 cup olive'oil 
2.tablespoons minced fresh parsiey 
leaves 
1/4 teaspoon hot red pepper flakes, 
optional 
1 10-ounce can whole clams, drained 
1. in a saucepan or Dutch oven, 
cook the linguine until al dente. Drain 
and set aside. 
2. in the same saucepan, saute the 


_ garlic in the oil until golden. Add the 


parsiey, pepper flakes, and clams. Heat 
through only. 

3. Add the cooked pasta and toss 
gently. Serve immediately. 

Yield: four servings.

The biblical tale of the birth of Jesus 
Christ as told in the gospels of Luke 
{2:1-19} and Matthew (2:1-23) is the 
beloved foundation on which Christmas 
is based. The babe in the manger, the 
joyfully singing angels, watchful 
shepherds, and the Wise Men have 
become cherished symbols of the first 
Christmas. 

The first record of the observation of 


Almanac. Fourteen years later, Decem- 
ber 25 was officially decreed Christmas 
by Pope Julius [; it was made a civic 
holiday by Emperor Justinian in 529. 

The date of December 25 was 
probably chosen as Christ's birthday 
because # coincided with midwinter 
celebrations of early times. Certainly 
Christmas festivities were influenced by 
pagan rituals honoring old Roman and 
Persian deities. 

Wreaths, candies, mistletoe, holly - 
these are signs that Christmas is 
coming. Many Christmas decorations 
symbolize the Christian belief in ever- 
lasting life, though some trace” their 
foots to ancient pagans as well. The 
popular Christmas color, green, for 
example, symbolizes the Christian 
belief in eternal life through Christ, but 
it also symbolizes the ability to 
continue living throughout the winter. 

Surviving through the cold months of 
the year was extremely important to 
many ancient peoples, for whom winter 
was a fearful time. 

Whatever their origin, however, the 
sights and smells of traditional Christ- 
mas decorations have the power to 
‘evoke the aura of the holiday as 
nothing else can. This is especially true 
of the traditional evergreen we use as 
the Christmas tree. 

Pagan peoples began the tradition of 
bringing an evergreen tree indoors and 
decorating it. in fact, because of their 
close association with pagan- practices, 
the use of evergreens was prohibited in 


zz. 


Origins of Christmas traditions 


many early church celebrations. Even- 
tually, however, the church made an 
effort to invest these pagan customs 
cance, permitting them to continue. 

No one really knows how the first 
modem Christmas tree came to be or 
where or when it originated. But many 
people believe that it evolved from the 
Paradise tree, a fir hung with red applies 
and wafers (the host) which repre- 
sented the Garden of Eden in a 
medieval miracle play about Adam and 
Eve: ‘ 

The play was usually performed on 
December 24th, which was celebrated 
as Adam and Eve's birthday during the 
Middie Ages. Miracle plays were 
suppressed during the 15th century, 
but the Paradise tree didn't die - people 
simply brought the trees into their 
homes and decorafed them there. 

The oldest ‘record of a Christmas 
tree - cut, decorated and standing 
indoors - goes. back to 1603 in 
Strasbourg, Germany {now France). 
There, Christmas trees were decorated 
with paper roses of many colors 
(symbols of the Virgin Mary), as well as 
apples, painted hosts and sugar. Before 
long the hosts were replaced by 
omamental cookies and decorations of 
painted eggshelis, with candies added 
to the tree. 

Christmas trees didn't become an 
integral part of the American Christmas 
celebration until around 1930. Today 
the National Christmas Tree Associa- 
tion estimates that 30 million natural 
Christmas trees are sold every year. 

Artificial trees account for about 

third of all Christmas trees in 
es and offices. 

Like the evergreen tree, mistletoe 
and holly were admired by pagan 
peoples because they represented 
triurmph over the forces of winter. The 
ancient. Druids believed that holly 
guarded against witches, thunder and 
lightning. 

At the winter solstice they cut

people, who hung it in their homes as a 
charm against evil. 

How did the custom of kissing under 

the mistletoe come about? According 
to an ancient Scandinavian myth, 
Baider, the Sun God, was slain by a dart 
made of mistietoe. Freyja, Balder's 
mother, was determined that mistletoe 
should never again be responsible for 
anyone's death, so she declared it a 
sign of love rather than of hate and 
asked that all who passed beneath it 
kiss. 
* Although we associate mistletoe 
with Christmas, it does not have any 
religious meaning. Holly, on the other 
hand, was used by the early Christians 
specifically to make wreaths and other 
decorations for their homes and 
churches at Christmastime. 

Legend holds that Jesus’ crown of 
thorns was plaited from holly. it is said 
that, before the crucifixion, the berries 
of the holly were white, but afterward 
they turned crimson like drops of 
blood. 

Holly and ivy are linked together in a 
15th century carol that describes a 
contest between the two for a place of 
honor. 

There are many variations of this 
carol, in some, the holly assumes the 
part of the man and the ivy assumes 
the part of the woman. They carry on a 
debate about which one will rule the 
househoid. Finally, it is decided that the 
holly will win. 

The poinsettia, closely associated 
with the Christmas season, was 
brought to the United States from 
Mexico in the 1820's by Dr. Joel 
Roberts Poinsett, the ambassador to 
that country for several years. There 
are numerous variations of the iegend 
that attempt to explain how the

Sweden 


in Sweden, the Christmas celebra- 
tion begins on St. Lucia’s Day, Decem- 
ber 13th. Lucia was a young Sicilian girl 
who lived in the fourth century and 
believed in Christ. When she refused to 
marry a man who did not share her 
belief, she was executed, and 200 
years later she was made a saint. 

Early in the morning on St. Lucia’s

To Christians, candies are symbols of 
Christ, the light of the world. The lovely 
custom of placing a single candie in the 
window at Christmastime was brought 
to America by the Irish. It is said that in

Wearing a white 
robe and a crown of lighted candies, 
she brings everyone else in the house 
coffee and cakes. Each town in Sweden 
also elects a St. Lucia who leads a 
parade of young people in a day-long 
celebration. 


Christmas Eve is a merry occasion in 
Sweden. The celebration begins in the 
afternoon with a meal that lasts for 
hours. Then the candles on the 
Christmas tree are lit. 

Sweden's version of Santa Claus is 
jultomten, a tiny gnome. On Christmas 
Eve, when everyone is sleeping, he

homes and other buildings during the 
holiday season. 

St. Francis of Assisi is believed to 
have created the first creche in 1223 - 
a nativity scene with figures of Mary, 
Joseph and Jesus, the Wise Men, 
angels, shepherds and animals. Accord- 
ing to some accounts, the characters 
of the creche were simply painted 
figures; according to others, St. Francis 
used live animals and people, except 
for Baby Jesus, for whom a wax figure 
was substituted. 

Today, the creche is a popular 
Christmas decoration. Many churches 
construct a nativity scene each year 
during the Christmas season. In Cathol- 
ic churches, the Christ Child is often 
placed in the manger as part of the 
midnight mass. 

The nativity scene has a special 
place among the Pennsylvania Dutch. 
They call it the putz (from the German 
putzen, which means “to decorate’). 
The putz included more than a nativity 
scene - it is often an entire village in 
miniature, complete with meadows, 
fences, windmills, soldiers and ponds. 
The putz can be quite elaborate and 
may take up an entire room.

It is said 
that many years ago an italian noble- 
man received a Magi Cake measuring 
more than twenty feet across, decor- 
ated with his ‘coat of arms. 

The Christmas season lasts for three 
weeks in Italy, from the Novena eight 
days before Christmas until the Twelfth 
Night, or Epiphany, January 6th. Many 
Italians fast for twenty-four hours 
before Christmas. On Christmas Eve, 
they eat an elaborate meal at which 
pasta, fish, and pastries are traditional- 
ly served.

Beat egg whites lightly. Brush on top of 
cookies. in a small bowl, coarsely crush 
cube sugar. Sprinkle on top of each 
cookie. 

5. Bake in a preheated 350 degree F 
oven 10 to 12 minutes, or until golden 
brown. Cool on a wire rack.

Why?- Garbage has always 
been around, but not in th 
massive amounts we now have 
to deal with. It used to be 
reasonably non-hazardous as 
well. A recent study elaims we 
promice up to nine gallons per 


ousehold of ous waste 
each year. 
Another problem is the bulk. 


It’s a favourite stunt to quote 
by tons. Everyone can visual-. 
ize the difference between a 
ton of iron and a ton of feath- 
ers. Garbage falls into similar 
categories. A ton of biodegrad- 
able waste doesn’t take up 
near the space of a ton of 
styrofoam cups and plates. 
Also most of our present-da 
throw-aways are biodegrad- 
able only over extensive 
periods of time - too long to 

rovide much relief for 
andfills. 

What are hazardous wastes? 
They are such things as batte- 
ries, paints, chemical-based 
products, etc.... Taken in indi- 
vidually minute amounts that 
are absorbed into the environ- 
ment, they create only minor 
camage to the immediate 
area. Now when great amounts 
are collected together, then the 
groundwater becomes 
permeated with the product, 
which becomes known as 
leachate. 

As when a pail is left outside 
if it rains long enough and hard 
enough, each drop. when added 
to its mates eventually

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Hees announces improvements to POW legislation 


Spouses of prisoners of war 
(POW) will be receiving high- 
er pensions as a result of 
legislation passed by the House 
of Commons recently. 

Veterans Affairs Minister 
George Hees said Bill C-100 
will give the Canadian Pension 
Commission authority to take 
into account the POW compen- 
sation paid to veterans in 
calculating benefits for their 
survivors. At present, POW 
compensation is only consid- 
ered if the veteran was also 
receiving a disability pension. 

The same legislation will 
also provide for the payment of 
POW compensation at the 
married rate for a full year 
following the death of the 
spouse. 

Another significant amend- 
ment in the Bill concerns the 
introduction of compassion as 
tg for the granting of 

OW compensation. In the 
future, those who are other- 
wise ineligible under the exist- 
ing legislation will be able to 
apply for compensation if their 
case is specially meritorious.

ans and their families are very 
special Canadians, and these 
amendments are a further 
indication of our commitment 
to the continued improvement 
of benefits and services for 
veterans.”

The Science Corner | 


Fuzzy Logic 


One of the differences 
between human intelligence 
and computers is that up to 
now, computers have been 
programmed so that any ques- 
tions can be answered in a 
clear cut way. “‘Is the temper- 
ature in this room higher than 
20 Celsius?’’ or ‘Is Tom youn- 
ger than 32 years?"’. These are 
the kinds of questions that are 
easy to program in a compu- 
ter. They can be answered 
‘“*yves"’ or ‘‘no’’.. People, on the 
other hand, rarely think in this 
kind of way. They want to 
know whether the room is very 
warm, warm, cool, or very 
cool. They want to know if Tom 
is young, middleaged, old, etc. 
It is probably immaterial 
whether he is exactly 31 or 32 
or 33. 

A further element in the way 

we approach the temperature 
of the room, or Tom's age, is 
that our opinions are subjec- 
tive. If I am dressed in ski 
clothes and you are in your 
booms we might have very 
different opinions as to 
whether the room is hot or 
cold. Likewise, a teenager and 
a senior citizen, each describ- 
ing a 40-year-old Tom, would 
have very different opinions as 
to whether Tom is ‘‘quite old”’ 
or ‘‘quite young.” 

One of the exciting areas in 
computer science today 
concerns attempts to develop 
“artificial intelligence” that 
would allow machines to think 
and make decisions. Up to 
now, attempts to automate 
activities like diagnosis of 
medical patients. have been 
limited by the differences 
between human logic and the

logic traditionally used to 
program computers. Bridging 
this gap would require. the 
development of computer 
programs that work in a 
manner akin to human 
de ipscs 2 

In order to. explore this 
concept further, we must 
examine how a mathematician 
or computer scientist uses the 
word “‘set’’. Suppose we are 
deciding whether everyone 
reading this article is older 
than 32. We would say that 
each reader either is or is nota 
member of the set of people 
older than 32 years. There'is a 
set of people older than 32, and 
another, exclusive set of 
people younger than 32. This is 
the conventional mathemati- 
cal use of the word *‘‘set’’. 

Now let’s introduce a new 
concept - that of a fuzzy set. 
Such sets have recently been 
described by Lofti Zadeh in the 
magazine, ChemTech. The 
concept is still quite controver- 
sial, and by no means all 
mathematicians and computer 


, scientists accept the need to 


introduce it. Let's ask two 
related questions. (1) Is John 
younger than Mary? (2) Is 
John, much younger than 
Mary? Conventional sets 
answer question number one 
for us. John either is, or is not, 
younger than Mary.Fuzzy sets 
help us with answer number 
two. The transifion from full 
member of the set to full 
non-member of the set of 
people much younger than 
John is gradual. The full 
members (e.g. John is 40, 
Mary is newborn) can be 
denoted by the number one for

ated properly, a combustible 
byproduct called creosote may 
build up rapidly on the chim- 
ney walls, creating a fire 
hazard. 

Creosote build up is hastened 
when improper fuel is burned. 
Use only natural wood that has 
been air-dried or seasoned for 
about a year. 

Do not store wood or place 
furniture close to the fireplace 
or stove. Treat them as 
“‘combustible’’ materials and 
adhere to the manufacturer's

“The Big Bird Book 


by Marion Strebig 


For the Federation of 
Ontario Naturalists 


There is a new kind of bird 


book available. Five years in 
the making, it is a concen- 
trated picture obtained over 


that five years of the distribu- ~ 


tion and breeding range of 
each of the nearly 300 species 
which nest in Ontario. 
The book, sponsored jointly 
- the Federation of Ontario 
aturalists and The Long 


Point Bird Observatory, is the 


“Atlas of the Breeding Birds of 
Ontario’’. 

More than 1300 geome 
tramped or canoed through 
most areas of this vast provin- 
ce to provide the first real 
inventory of the avian popula- 
tion of Ontario. A 

Following the pioneering 
work of ‘‘The Atlas of Breedin 
Birds in Britain an 
Ireland(1976)"’, the atlas 


editorial committee divided : 


the southern section of the 
province into 10 x 10 km 
squares and northern Ontario 
into 100 x 100 km blocks. . 

After co-ordinators had. 


. assessed the habitat and esti- 
’ mated the number of species 


likely to be in the squares, the 
field workers attempted to 
establish records of breeding 
evidence for at least 75% of 
these species. 

In the large blocks, many of 
which were inaccessible 


, except by foot or canoe, the 


oal was to increase know- 
edge of bird distribution: in 
this little-known area by cover- 
ing at least major habitats in 
each book. 

Each species recorded in 
southern Ontario receives two 
pages in the Atlas. On the first 
page, there is a description of 
the bird’s habits and its 
preferred nesting sites, and, on 
the facing page, maps of both 
southern Ontario and the whole 
province marking distribution 
and population density. 

Such a record of distribution 
makes this an indispensable 
accompaniment to a good field 

uide like Peterson's “A Field 


uide to the Birds’. It will. 


provide quick reference for 
experienced birders and basic 
information for those puzzling 


over a new bird in the garden — 


or at the cottage.

Using the Atlas it is possible 


‘to make a list of species one 


might See while travelling in 
any area of the province. 
Atlas speculates that 


‘modifications in habitat may 


have encouraged certain 
species, For instance, the 
ruby-throated hummingbird, 
with a high concentration of 
breeding records along the 
southern margin of the Cana- 
dian Shield in cottage country, 
may owe its relative abun- 
danee: to clearing for hydro 
lines, cottages and roads, as 
well as to the proliferation of 
hummingbird feeders. 

The Atlas also helps confirm 
one’s own observations which 
is always eraieine- For 
instance, the pileated wood- 

ecker, harried by. trophy 
forters. logging, and forest 
fires, was a rare sighting in the 
Muskoka/Haliburton area 
when I was young, 40 years 
ago. 


Lately, it has returned to 
occupy much of its former - 
range. The astounding speed 
with which the house finch is 
spreading in southern Ontario 
is confirmed by the Atlas. 

There were some surprises 
even for the veteran birders. 
No one expected to find such a 
high population of screech owls 
in southern Ontario or canvas- 
backs nesting at Luther Lake. 

The small pen and ink draw- 
ings of each species add 
another dimension to the plea- 
sure of the book. Scientifically 
accurate, the drawings are 
often art in the sense of having 
caught for an instant the 
essence of the bird. 

Anyone fascinated by birs 
must have this book. The price 
of $53.50 is modest when one 
considers the hours of work 
involved in its production and 


the hours of pleasure it will 
bring the buyer. You may
